Q. Entlemen, Your thouphes of our Tranflati- 
om of the ath Verfe of the 141 Pfalm (to 
me it feems toa have no coherence with 
that ufed in our Liturgy ) will much ob- 

lige Yours, &c. 

A. Since our old Englith Verfion ( which is that 
in our Liturgy ) is taken from the Sepruagint-Tran- 
lation, bur our New Verfion from the Hebrew Ori- 
ginal, we need not wonder at different Expreffions. 
Buc the Expreffions of both Tranflations in the re- 
cited Text are fo fynonymous (or Alike in Senfe ) 
thar we are furpriz'd, it fhou’d raife any fcruple in 
your Mind. We wou'd therefore advile you to 
cotnpare them again carefully, and you will readi- 
ly perceive your Error. 

Q_ Gentlemen, In your Anfwer to mine on Polyga- 
my your con{e quence is not paralle/; for when the Apofile 


fays, Let not Bifhops be Strikers, Brawlers, Covetous, 


&e, We do not infer it from thence, that others may 
not be fo, but becaufe we kiow in fevcral places of 
Scripture thife things are exp efl forbidden’: Now this 
cannot be an equal cafe,unlefs you can fhew me that Po- 
lygamy is fo; and what 43 not denyd in Scripture may 
be allow'd, that being allow'd to be a perfekt guide : 

Therefore Q. again, if the contrary be not only a 
Human Order. 

A Since the Precept againft Polygamy in a Bi- 
fhop is introduc’d in the very fame Manner wich 
thofe other Preceprs, it follows, that they may fair- 
ly be expounded in the fame fenfe, uniels Excrin- 
fically determin’d to another, If therefore it can be 
provd from fome other place or topick, that the 
Scriprures allow Polygamy in the Laity, we own, 
that the Text, you quoted, woud imply as much, 
But then clofe thinking wou'd have fuggefted ro 
you, thar the Implication wou'd be Deducible, not 
merely from the tenor of the words, as You fup. 
posd, bur from a Comparifon of them with thar 
other Proof, you mention. We fhall confider the 
force of it, when we {hall anfwer your other Que. 
ftion of Polygamy, which we refer to another Pa- 
per.
